2. PRIME MINISTER MANLEY ANNOUNCED AT PRESS CONFERENCE 
JAN 13, ATTENDED BY MEXICAN VICE - MINISTER OF NATIONAL 
PATRIMONY JORGE LEIPEN, THAT MEXICAN AND JAMAICAN

5. MAJOR POINTS OF THE AGREEMENT ARE: 

A) . THAT BOTH INSTITUTIONS WILL SUGGEST TO THEIR 
RESPECTIVE GOVERNMENTS, THE ADOPTION OF METHODS TO 
PROMOTE COMMERCIAL RELATIONS BETWEEN THE COUNTRIES;

CONDITIONS WERE OF PARTICULAR CONCERN ALONG WITH ANY
